The course of instruction shall he 
three hours, one night a week for a 
period of six weeks. {This shall be in 
cfTect during the winter months only.) 
'J'he six weeks shall be consecutive. 
I'RI:SI-:\T IXSTRUCTIONS: 

Uivtil the foregiting h set up, it is 
pbnncd lo use the facilities of the 
Rifle clubs III r«iki- couiily for the first 
clas-^es of instruclkm. Classes are to 
start approximately March 15. It is 
i,-^, therefore suggested that you tine up 
the men and women in your coniniun- 
ily who are interested and who vou 
thir^k will niakc competent instructors. 
They will be expected to attend the 
first classes of instruction in order that 
they may he ready to serve as instruc- 
tors in their communities. 

You will receive applications to be 
filled out by iliose in your community 
who are Interested. Applications are 
to be sent to the Lake County Council 
oi Deicnse ofTlce at \V'aiikeg,in; vou 
will receive them at a later date. 

There will be no charge made to 
those attending the cl.isses of instruc- 
tion. They -will be expected to buy 
such ammunition as necessary to com- 
plete the course. This will run in the 
iwighborhood of $1.00 depending upon 
Uic practicing done by the student.

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Synthetic Rubber 



The effect of Axis victories in the Par East is the 
loss of our rubber supply. In 1940 this country imported 
650,000 tons, and almost every pound of it came from 
countries now blocked off by the Japs. For 25 years 
chemists have been developing a rubber substitute. But 
production of the product was not pushed so long as 
there was an abundance of cheaper natural rubber. Now 
-the cost question has gone out tlie window. The United 
States must have rubber to win the war. Hence the pres- 
ent pressure on industry to produce a substantia quantity 
of a rubber substitute. Prior to December 7 plans were 
under way for producing 10,000 tons per annum of a 
-synthetic rubber out of petroleum. Subsequently the 
government raised its sights to 40.000 tons, a goal ex- 
pected to be reached sometime in 1943. Now the pro- 
gram is being further enlarged to 4C0.00D tons. 

It is said that it will take a year and a half to get 
plants erected and in full operation. In the rneantime 
the government has enough reserve rubber ^o ks to 
Tover war needs and a Uttle more. Owners of automo- 
bUes must take unusual care to make their present supply 
of tires last to the ultimate mile.

A recent survey revealed that there had been 76 
strikes in war work plants during February-an increaae 
of 77 per cent over January. These strikes involved 
70 905 workers and caused a loss of 2.028.824 man-hours 
of labor in these plants alone. Production of such vital 
military stores as airplane parts, machme tools, anti-air- 
craft guns, ships and ship parts was held up. Other fac 
torics that depended on the struck plants were also af- 
fectcd and work was slowed down all along the line. 

Today when uninterrupted war production is the 
single hope of freedom, why must industrial disputes 
bring production to a standstill? Why cant the d.s- 
putes be settled while the war work continues? Why are 
the promises that were made only a few months ago 
being broken now?

THE MIGHTY WOUKS OF JESUS 

LESSON TEXT— Mnllhcw 8:23-34. 

GOLDEN TEXT— Whal mnnner of man Is 
tills, thai even the winds and llic Ecn obey 
hlinl— Matthew 0:27. 



The mielily works of Jesus dc- 
clorcd Him to be the Son of God- 
yes, very God Himself. Unbeliev- 
ing men who would discredit Ihe 
Word of God and deny the Godhooc 
of the Son arc at much labor and 
trouble to explain away the mira 
clcs, but without any success. 

In our lesson for today we have 
Christ showing His divine powci 
over iho forces of nature, and over 
the demons of the evil spirit world. 
We nnd the disciples in the storm— 

I. Fearful— but Nol in Dancer (vv. 
23-27). 

Tile Son of God— who had become 
Son of man— showed His true hu- 
manity by that weariness which 
made Him sleep through a tempes- 
tuous storm such as often came 
upon Lake Galilee, "Like a general 
in time of war Jesus slept when He 
could." 

As Ho calmly slept, fear of de- 
struction laid its deadly grip upor 
llie hearts of the disciples. For the 
moment they saw only the angry 
waves, the smallness of their craft, 
the hopelessness of their situation, 
apparently forgetting that with 
Ciirist in llio boat they wore in no 
danger, in spite of Ihe fcarfulness 
of (heir surroundinjis and circum- 
stances. 

Is this not clearly a lesson for 
us in thi.s day so full of alarms ana 
fears? H we think of circumstances 
and conditions roun:i about us we 
shall be ovurumii; with fear— and 
well we may, if we do not linvc 
Christ with u.s in the boat of life 
But if He is thcrc—if we arc His 
in the kinship of regenerating grace 
—we are in no danger. Shall we 
not accept the tender rebuke, "Wliy 
are ye fearful, ye of little faith?" 
(V. 2G). 

Tile majestic scene of Clirisl still- 
ing the tempest, reminds us nol 
only that He can control any force 
of nature, but also that there is no 
storm of licart or mind or life to 
which He cannot authoritatively 
say, "Pence, be still" (Mark 4:39). 
Will you trust Him with your prob- 
lem? 

On the other side of the lake 
Christ met another kind of need— 
and cared for It. He there deliv- 
ered two men who wore — 

H, DcmuM-dominatciI, but Not 
Hopeless (vv. 2fl-3!). 

There is only one devil, but he 
has many demons who do his bid- 
ding. The evidence is clear that 
these demons were able to enter 
into the personality of a human be- 
ing and lake control of the life. 
This was not insanity or a sickness 
of the body, but devil domination. 

These two men (Mark and Luke 
speak only of one— perhaps the more 
violent of Hie two) were so strong 
and wicked because of the demon 
in them, Ihal their relatives and 
friends had given them up a.s hope- 
less and liad sent them out to live in 
the wilderness. 

How horrible is the power of the 
devil in the life of any man or wom- 
an. I3i:l let us never ftirget that 
while no man can control such a sit- 
uation (Mciik 5:-i), God is able. 
"With God all things are possible" 
(Matt. iy;2G). We have not done all 
we can for our devil dominalcd 
friends and relatives imlit wo have 
brought them to Jesus. 

Notice that the demons recognized 
Christ as the Son of God (v. 2D). 
They knew that He had the power 
to control them and that Ihc day 
was lo come when He would judge 
them. 

The men were completely cured 
(Mark 5:15) as the demons wore 
permitted to enter ihe herd of 
swine. Tho.su poor beasts, appar- 
ently nol content to harbor Ihe evil 
spirils, casl themselves into the sea. 

When llie pcopln of the land heard 
whal had taken place Ihcy asked 
Jesus to leave. They evidently 
weighed the relnlive value of two 
men in tht-ir right niind over against 
a herd of uwino and decided that 
tliey could nul afTonl to have men 
doliv*'rcd Inini the dt-vil at such 
expense. 

Unfortunately Hil- "descendants" 
of those people .seem to lie in some 
of our eluirchcH today. They can 
nftord anything in the way of lux- 
ury fur themselves, but lliey are 
sure it ctjsls loo miich to keejj the 
cluircli open — or to provide a 
preacher— or suitable equipment for 
the Lord's work. How unspeakably 
sad!

BELLE FOURCHE, S. D. - A 
promise that American calllo pro- 
duction will reach an all-time high 
within the next three years and pos- 
sibly earlier is the response of the 
nation's cattlemen lo the govern- 
ment's pica for increased meat sup- 
plies to meet defense demands in 
the United States and abroad. 

The chief problem in this rapid 
increase in production is how to pre- 
vent abuse of the range. With the 
memory of other moat booms in 
their minds, the rancher-s and the 
federal oOlcials seek to discourage 
overgrazing and other deslruclive 
practices on the semi-arid cattle 
land of the West. The government 
has inaugurated a program of graz- 
ing control in many areas and is 
giving the ranchers advice on the 
best ways to preserve land produc- 
tivity. 

Livestock men are increasing 
their herds as well as intensifying 
their feeding operations. F. E. Mol- 
lin of Denver, secretary of the 
American Livestock association, has 
estinuitcd that American cattle pro- 
duction, of both dairy and beef 
types, will reach an all-time high by 
It'll. 

Shipments Far Ahead, 
Xot oven in the days of the vast 
liv.slock empires of the West, Mr. 
Mollin said, were cattle as numer- 
ous as they will be aoon when the 
United Slates cattle population is 
exprcled to reach 75,000,000 or (!0,- 
00!!.i)nn.licad. Cattle production in- 
cro;ist'd hy :{,0()n,000 head last year 
and most major livestock shipping 
points have reported sharply in- 
cn-ah-ed shipments this fall. 

.Si;:pments from this cattle town, 
onie llu? largest livestock shipping 
cerii'. r in the West, are running far 
ahoad of recent yeais, with the to- 
tal i.'.\pocted to exceed l.:iOO earloads 
thi.> year. In southea.slern Montana, 
v.-h;eli - contains one of ihe best 
range.*;, in iho West, the cattle popu- 
latii'iii is estimated by the federal 
a^':;cLritural market service to be 2-1 
per cent higher than last year. 

Changes in methods to produce 
mure beef for each animal are re- 
flected in the shipments. Far more 
cattle are going to feed lots in the 
Mi--;>.-ippi river valley area than 
are L^'jing directly from the range lo 
mnrlcet. Thene cattle will be fat- 
tenrd for market nexl spring. 

Iletter Feeding .Method.s. 

Mr. Mollin pointed out Ihal in addi- 
tion lu an increa.'^e in Ihe number 
of eaUle a higher produclitni will be 
attained through the use of more 
quiekly maturing types of cattle and 
belter feeding methods. 

To point Ihe way toward a more 
conservative u?e of feeding grounds, 
the land use dlvisioi. of the depart- 
ment of agricullure i as bought up 
large traet.-i of submargina! land 
and is leasing il back to sli*ekinen 
for limited grazing. By curtailing the 
iand's use th.c government uMieial.s 
hope to re.-lore the produelivily of 
many areas which v;ere badly d'am- 

iged by overgrazing and plowing. 
In regions not under governmcnl

tion are being condueted to convince

The v.-ord "ofrcnsivo" had become 
increasingly Inipnrtant in the dic- 
tionary of the Allied Nations. 

In \Vashint;tMn Chief of Staff Gen- 
eral Marshall Imd struck the key- 
note, and when the Jnps came inlo 
Jnvn, and General Wavell was 
shuntt'd nir to Indin, leaving Dutch 
Gen. Ter Poortrn in ehnrge. almost 
the first ardor to the men was to 
make an offensive oul of the defense 
of the island. 

The troops, which included some 
Americans. I3ritish and Australians, 
but which largely wore Dutch and 
natives, had hurled thomsolves at 
the enemy with considerably more 
force than had been evidenced by 
the I3riti.sh in either Malaya or Bur- 
ma, and early successes were re- 
ported. However, the estimated 85,- 
000 Japanese Iroops were able to 
turn the tide of battle against ap- 
proximately 50,000 Allied soldiers. 

The Japs had landed at throe 
points, the estimate being thai 140 
warships and transports had been 
used. One landing was on the Su- 
matra point of the island, another 
in the nurth central portion, and 
tlie third just west of Sourabaya. 

Tliough mr)st observers felt from 
Ihe first that tlie battle for Java 
could have only one end, and though 
Ihc Dutch, at the outset, were bit- 
ter against the United Nations for 
not having sent suflicienl aid, the 
bntllc v.-as the first lest of the new 
psyelioUigy, to he "on the olfensivo" 
instead of the defensive at all times. 

The battle for Java marked the 
closing phase of the beginning of 
the Southwest Pacific war. Japa- 
nese successes in that area, won at 
a huge cost of man power, were 
largely the result of overwhelming 
air superiority.

More of the "inside story" of the 
fall of France and the reasons for it 
had been aired by outspoken Eduard 
Dalndier, ox-premier who had been 
placed on trial. 

At the same time ex-Generalissi- 
mo Maurice Gamolin had stood 
stiflly at attention, refusing to an- 
swer a single question hurled at him 
by Pierre Caius, the prosecutor. 

Bui Daladier, giving still more im- 
port to the reports of dissension and 
lack of co-opera- 
tioft within the na- 
tion, charged that 
the entire war ef- 
fort of Franco had 
been ''sabotaged" 
by the lack of in- 
terest of several 
large steel indus- 
tries. 

He told of two

STHATEGY: 

Decided Upon 

While there had boon litto ques- 
tion that the Atlantic Charter and a 
possible spring ofTensive on the Eu- 
ropean front, plus the keeping of 
supply lines open to Britain and 
Russia were tlie primary American 
military objectives, a significant 
strategy liad been decided upon in 
the Pacific theater. 

This strategy called for the use of 
Australia as a basing-ground and a 
hop-off point for the eventual win- 
ning ofTonsivc against the Japanese. 

There had been numbers of "to- 
ken" bombing raids on Port Darwin 
and other points of importance to 
Australia, and the Aussies believed 
that these were laying the ground- 
work for an eventual all-out assault. 

But it was with the ofTensive, not 
Ihe defensive thouglU in mind that 
Australia was planning with the 
United States for supplies, men and 
munitions with which to make the 
continent a springboard for attack 
rather thnn defense.
